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S.R.O. 323. — Whereas certain draft rules regulating the division of the Mhow 
Cantonment into wards for the purpose of holding elections in the said Canton- 
ment and the determination of the number of members to he elected by each 
ward were published, as required by section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 
of 1924), at pages 104 to 168 of the Gazette of India, Part II Section 4 dated the 
21st March, 1970 under the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Defence No. S.R.O. 153 dated 10th March, 1970 inviting objections or sugges- 
tions from all persons likely to be affected thereby within a period of thirty 
days from the date of publication of the said notification; 

And whereas, the said notification was made available to the public on the 
21st March, 1970; 

And whereas, objections and suggestions received from the public have been 
considered; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) 

Of section 31 of the said Act and in supersession of the notification of the Govern- 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 112 dated 25th February, 
1958, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules regulating the

Ward No. Ill — 1. 

Ward No. TV — 1. 

Ward No. V— 1. 

Ward No. VI — 1. 

Ward No. VII— 4 (Seat reserved for Scheduled Castes/Tribes).

Boundaries of Wards 

Ward No. 1. 

North. — From the junction of Plowden Road and Kotwali Road the boundary 
runs towards East along Kotwali Road upto its crossing with Sanghi Street and 
Montgomery Road, thence towards East along Montgomery Road (M.G. Road), 
upto Its Junction with Vegetable Market Road. 

East.— From the junction of Montgomery Road (M.G. Road) and Vegetable 
Market Road the boundary runs towards South along Vegetable Market Road 
upto its junction with Abdul Gafoor Road and further In the same direction along 
Abdul Gafoor Road upto Its junction with Bhoi Mohalla Road and then the 
boundary turns towards East along Bhol Mohalla Road upto its crossing with 
Ganda Nala, then it turns towards South-west along Ganda Nala upto Civil Area 
boundary pillar No. 66, then from Civil Area boundary pillar No. 66 in the same 
direction upto Civil Area boundary pillar No. 67 on the North side of Slmrole 
Road. 
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South.— From Civil Area boundary pillar No. 67 the boundary turns towards 
West along Simrole Road upto its junction with Montieth Road. 

West. — From the junction of Simrole Road and Montieth Road the boundary 
turns towards North along Montieth Road upto its junction with Lister Road, 
then the boundary turns towards East along Lister Road upto its junction with 
Plowden Road and then the boundary turns towards North along Plowden Road 
upto its crossing with Kotwali Road i.e. the starting point. 

Ward No. n. 

North. — From the junction of Mall Road and MIchell Road the boundary runs 
towards East along Michell Road upto its junction with Gillespie Road. 

East. — From the junction of Michell Road and Gillespie Road the boundary 
turns towards South along Gillespie Road upto its junction with Phayre Road, 
thence towards South-east along Phayre Road upto its junction with Bombay 
Agra Road, thence it turns towards East along Bombay Agra Road upto its junc- 
tion with Anderson Road, thence it turns towards South East along Anderson 
Road upto Sat Rasta (junction of Anderson Road and BootgplI Road), thence 
from Sat Rasta towards South West along Boot Gali Road upto its junction with 
Centre Street, thence it turns towards South along Centre Street upto its junction 
with Montgomery Road (M.G. Road). 

South. — From the junction of Centre Street and Montgomery Road (M.G. Road) 
the boundary turns towards West along Montgomery Road (M.G. Road) upto its 
junction with Kotwali Road and then in the same direction along Kotwali Road 
upto its junction with Plowden Road. From the junction of Plowden Road and 
Kotwali Road the boundary turns towards West along the Northern boundary of 
bungalow No. 64 upto the point where it meets with Montieth Road on the North 
West corner of bungalow No, 64, thence the boundary turns towards South along 
western boundary of bungalow No 64 upto its crossing with Ford Road and 
thence towards West along Ford Road upto its junction with Mall Road. 

West. — From the junction of Ford Road and Mall Road the boundary turns 
towards North along Mall Road upto its junction with Michell Road i.e. the starting 
point. 

Ward No. III. 

North. — From the junction of Neemuch Road and Cunninghum Road the 
boundary runs towards East along Neemuch Road upto its junction with Bombay 
Agra Road. 

East,— From the junction of Neemuch Road and Bombay Agra Road/ the 
boundary turns towards South West along Bombay Agra Road upto its junction 
with Indore Road, thence it turns towards South along Indore Road upto its 
crossing with Ganda Nala, thence It turns towards South-west along Ganda Nala 
upto its crossing with Anderson Road. 

South. — From the crossing of Ganda Nala and Anderson Road the boundary 
turns towards North-west along Anderson Road upto its junction with the road 
connecting Anderson Road with Dhanjishaw Road passing on the South of Drill 
Shed, thence it turns towards West along the said Road upto its junction with 
Dhanjishaw Road, thence it turns towards South along Dhanjishaw Road upto 
Its junction with Montgomery Road (M.G. Road) thence it turns towards West 
along Montgomery Road (M.G, Road) upto its junction with Centre Street. 

West. — From the junction of Montgomery Road (M.G. Road) and Centre 
Street, the boundary turns towards North along Centre Street upto its junction 
with Boot Gali Road, thence it turns towards North-east along Boot Gali Road 
upto Sat Rasta (junction of Boot Gali Road and Anderson Road) thence ffom 
Sat Rasta it turns towards North-west along Anderson Road upto its junction 
with Bombay Agra Road, thence it turns towards West along Bombay Agra Road
